Oh, its true we may have gone off on 
a tangent. In the naievette of our early en. 
thusiavm we believed that If we built a 
town and county attractive enough, outalde 
industry would come to us. We couldn’t an- 
ticipate that gentlemen like Mr Caudill and 
the Resources of the Future group would 
create for us a public image aa hideous as 
an ogre. Outside Industry will come as the 
industrial complex from the Ohio creeps up 
the Rig Sandy. But that ia the distant fu- 
ture. For the present what industrialist 
would bring his business into the squaler, 
ignorance, savagery and gloom that is the 
theme of Night Comes to the Cumberlands? 

We finally come to realise that wo must 
master our own destiny, that our salvation 
lias within us. The lesson wasn't easy. If we 
had charged a license fee of all the proa- 
pec tiva manufacturers who surveyed Paints- 
ville as a possible factory site, the city 
could behood permanently its parking mot. 
ars. But the knowledge we gained through 
axparisnea was not depressing. If anything 
it spurred us on. Wo finally found the 
straight and narrow path. We have learned 
the truth that E. J. Evans and others of our 
pariarchs preached years ago that Paints- 
villa's industry must bo created by Paints- 
vi lie men and Paintsville capital. 

For years Paintsville has been a trad- 
ing center and much of its wealth has de- 
rived from commerce with all of Eastern 
Kentucky Paintsville’s enterprising citizens 
created Paintsville Grocery Company, Big 
Sandy Hardware Company, Williams Grocery 
Company. Sandy Valley Grocery Company 
and other wholesale houses that brought mon- 
ey and jobs to Paintsville although trade and 
commerce with all eastern Kentucky. The 
Paintsville Hospital, the Paintsville Clinic, the 
Golden Rule Hospital and more recently the 
New Hospital have made Paintsville a medical 
center for the Big Sandy Valley and have 
brought money and jobs here from outside 
the county. Our excellent retail stores have 
made Paintsville a shopping center for a six 
county area. C. C. Hall Construction Com- 
pany, Adams Construction Company, Jenkins 
Drilling Company, Paintsville Heating and 
Roofing Company, and other Paintsville firms 
have found contract work out of Johnson 
County that has funneled money and jobs into 
the County. Johnson County was never as 
wealthy in minerals, timber and farming land 
as some of her neighbors but Paintsville and 
Johnson County have always prospered in re- 
lation to the rest of Eastern Kentucky through 
the enterprise and business acumen of her 
citizens. 

But trade is no longer enough. The coal 
blight has depressed our market. We need 
industry and a slice of the tourist trade for 
more jobs and money.. The solution is simple 
if rot easy. The same enterprise and business 
acumen that made us a trading center can 
make us us also an industrial and tourist 
ce-.ter. Jo Pack and her Kentucky Hills Han- 
dicraft has made the big breakthrough in this 
area, followed by Mrs Ethel Cox and her lux- 
ury Star Fire Motel. J B Wells and his 
Paintsville Manufacturing Company pioneer 
in local industry. The Kenwood Wood Utiliza. 
tion Plant and the Victoria Weaving Mills are 
possible next steps. 

It will not be an easy task. Sometimes we 
will falter. Sometimes we will fail. But we 
will get there. There is no more resourceful, 
determined and tenacious group of business, 
people and civic leaders anywhere than you 
will find in this wonderful town. Look back- 
wards at our history or around you at our 
town. There is no despair here. We have 
only begun to fight.

outs from school. Whatever the cause, the 
problem is still with us. 

The question arises: after they have drop 
ped out, what chance is there of getting them 
back in school? The chance is small Sociolog. 
ists think about one in a thousand will go back 
to formal classes where he (or she) left off. 
His ego won't permit. Some hopes lies in the 
possibility of training him for a specific trade 
or occupation. 

That is why the program for the vocational 
schools in Eastern Kentucky are moving in a 
vital area. Walter Prater, director of the Haz- 
ard area Vocational School and Willie Ritchie 
of the employment office of the State Depart- 
ment of Economic Security, are working long 
hours to get the Vocational School program on 
a "crash" basis, to get our idle people capable 
of helping themselves — now. 

But it is no temporary remedy for our 
depression. 

All criteria indicate the Vocational train- 
ing must go on, indefinitely. 

We must see that they are capable of 
making their own way when those 9,076 young 
people enter the labor market by 1970. Some 
of them will be able to go on to college — but 
not enough. 

But by constantly improving public schools 
and the vastly expanded Vocational training 
program there is great hope. 

It is up to us of the older generations to 
support and encourage them in every possible 
way. 



Between now and 1970. a total of 9.076 
n Perry County will have reached the age of 
8 years, presumably they will have finished 
ligh school. So what do we do with them in 
970? What will we have to offer them for 
heir future? 

Of the total 9,076. there will be 4.598 
nales, 4.478 females. This is a statistical proj- 
ction in a brochure prepared by the Hazard 
’hamber of CommeA:e and the Kentucky De- 
■artment of Commerce, on the industrial re- 
ources of the Hazard area. 

In Knott County the projected figure 
s 2.480 boys and 2-343 girls. In Letcher County 
he estimate for 1970 is 4.061 boys and 3.888 
»irls in Leslie. 1,430 boys and 1.358 girls. 

The commerce brochure is concerned 
jrimarily with the labor supply in the Hazard 
»rea. for the information of possible industry 
or the mountains. Theortically, these 9,076 
/oung people in Perry County in 1970 will en- 
er the labor market. As of Now. 1964, we 
io not have jobs for the 3,265 who are in the 
labor market” in Perry County under this 
criterion. So what will we do for 9.076 in 
1970? Do we want them to “out.migrate,” to 
walk and leave us, as so many of our best 
have done 

It is a tremendous problem for we of the 
adult generation who are genuinely concerned 
for the future of our mountain people. 

What can we do? 

For one thing — educate them. We are up- 
grading our schools, but we still are faced

The House convened Monday evening, 
Jan. 21. at 8:00 p. m. Over the weekend my 
name had been added to the committee on 
roads and highways, the only important legis- 
(lation to be passed by the House was the 
Constitutional Revision Bill. This bill passed 
the House by unanimous vote. I voted for the 
measure. 

The matter of revising the Constitution is 
being approached from a different direction 
this time ... in that the constitutional assem- 
bly will start meeting immediately. They will 
report back to the legislature, before the new 
Constitution goes before the votes. This meth- 
od should assure the measure a broader base 
of support than it had three years ago.

Cooper Queries Surgeon General On 'Smoking Report

Dear Dr. Terry: 

The report on Smoking and Health, and the press con. 
fercnce Saturday, January 11 by the Advisory Committee 
to the Surgeon General, appear to be widely interpreted as 
having included a finding that cigarette filters have no effect 
On the Contrary — 

(1) Is it not correct that the Advisory Committee made 
no judgment as to the effect of adding filters to cigarettes? 

(1) Do I understand correctly that the Committee made 
no finding on filters because it believed it had insufficient 
evidence from animal experiments, clinical studies, or pop- 
ulation studies — the three kinds of evidence it considered — 
on which to base any finding as to the effect of the various 
tvpes of filters? 

(3) To the extent, that a filter removes tar, nicotine, 
and the gaseous elements of cigarette smoke, is it not reason 
able to assume that the effects of the filter will be similar to 
the effects reported by the Committee of smoking fewer 
cigarettes? 

(4) Dos not the limted discussion of a newtype filter, 
on page 61 of the report, suggest that the Advisory Com- 
mittee believes that the development of selective filters may 
have significance in terms of reducing the hazards to health 
the Committee believes it has found? 

(5) Would not standardized research on the effective, 
ness and selectivity of filters, as well as additional research 
on the components of smoke, be desirable? 

Because the Report of your Advisory Committee is the 
subject of wide and general interest, it will be helpful to 
have your answers, at least to the first question, as quickly 
as possible.

Dear Senator Cooper: 

This is in response to your letter of aJnuary 13 which 
poses certain questions as to the Advisory Committee's views 
on cigarete filters Certainly it is erroneous to conclude that 
cigerette filters have no effect As noted in the Committee’s 
report, filters in common use do remove a variable portion 



of the tars and nicotine. Your specific questions and our 
replies will follow: 

(1) Is it not correct that the Advisory Committee made 
no judgment as to the effect of adding filters to 
cigarettes? 

A. Yes. 

(2) Do I understand correctly that the Committee made 

no finding on filters because it believed it had in- 
sufficient evidence from animal experiments, clin- 
ical studies, or pupulation studies — the three 
kinds of evidence it considered — on which to 
base any finding as to the effect of the various 
types of filters 
A. Yes. 

(3) To the extent that filter removes tar, nicotine, 
and the gaseous elements of smoke, is it not rea- 
sonable to assume that the effects of the filter 
will be similar to the effects reported by the Com- 
mittee of smoking fewer cigarettes? 

A. A categorical answer to this question ia diffi. 
cult. The best I could do would be to answer yes 
— perhaps, or yes-probably, A part of the problem 
here is whether the filter in addition to removing 
tar, nicotine or other elements of cigarette smoke 
might also lead to different levels of cigarette con- 
sumption and different amounts of inhalation, etc. 
Another difficulty is that we do not know all of 
of the substances which different filters do or do 
not remove. Since we do not yet know all of the 
substances in tobacco smoke which have adverse 
health effects, a given filter might permit the se- 
lective passage of hazard substances, as well as se. 
lectively removing others. 

(4) Does not the limited discussion of a new-type filter, 

on page 61 of the Report, suggest that the Ad- 
visory Committee believes that the development of 
selective filters may have significance in terms 
of reducing the hazards to health the Committee 
believes it has found? 

Yes. The Committee felt that the development 
of better filters or more selective filters is a prom 
ising avenue for further development. 

(5) Would not standardized research on the effective- 

ness and selectivity of filters, as well as additional 
research on the components of smoke, be desir. 
able? 

A. Yes, unmistakably, true. 

I hope these responses will be of assistance.
